On Wednesday, February 15, 2006, Sergeants Michael Berg and Scott Hill of the Internal Affairs 
Bureau responded to the Pico Rivera Station area regarding a deputy-involved non-hit shooting. 
Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenant Rick Jennings also responded. 


On February 14, 2006, at approximately 2355 hours, Deputy Juan Chavez was working a one-man, 
uniformed patrol car. He observed a white Honda driving toward him without its headlights on 
during the hours of darkness. As he passed the Honda, Chavez identified the driver as 

d a gang member from the “Pico Viejo" gang. Chavez did not recognize the front seat 
passenger, but believed the passenger looked like a gang member. 


As Chavez turned his vehicle around, the Honda sped away and drove through a stop sign. Chavez 
drove after the vehicle. Chavez intended to stop the Honda for the above traffic violations. Because 
Chavez knew [had been arrested with a gun recently, he requested back up via his radio. 
Chavez followed the Honda as it turned onto northbound Maris Avenue from Las Posas Avenue. 


The Honda slowed down and Chavez believed the driver and suspect were preparing to exit the car 
and flee on foot. Chavez then requested Code 3 assistance via his radio. Responding units were 
approximately 1-1 % minutes away. Chavez decided to make a traffic stop of the vehicle and detain 
the suspects at gunpoint until his assisting units arrived. As the vehicle stopped, Chavez began to 
exit his patrol car; however, the suspects’ vehicle then continued to drive forward slowly. The 
vehicle drove forward several house lengths and stopped in the street in front of | ШШ Maris Avenue. 
Chavez followed the vehicle and stopped his patrol unit several yards behind the Honda. 


Chavez exited his car, and stood in the door frame area behind his open driver’s side door. Chavez 
detained the suspects at gunpoint and yelled for them to show their hands. Chavez saw the two 
occupants talking to each other and Chavez believed they were formulating a plan. The front 
passenger, later identified as Suspect Remy Navarro, turned toward the center of the vehicle and 
faced Chavez. As Navarro looked up and down, he appeared to be doing something with his hands. 
Chavez believed Navarro could be loading a gun or a magazine. 


Chavez continued to yell at the suspects and и гс. At that point, complied with 
Chavez’ directives and raised his hands. Navarro exited the front passenger’s side door. Navarro 
kept his back to Chavez and stepped a couple of feet away from the car. Chavez saw Navarro reach 
under his sweatshirt and into his waistband. Navarro began to turn toward his right to face Chavez. 
Chavez recognized that Navarro gripped an object with his right hand, and lifted his right arm toward 
Chavez.

Chavez was scared and believed that Navarro had а gun. Chavez believed he was about to be shot, 
so he fired one round at Navarro. Chavez heard Navarro scream and saw him flinch. Navarro then 
ducked behind a parked vehicle next to the Honda along the east curb of Maris Avenue. Chavez 
watched Navarro run northbound on the sidewalk. Navarro then ran into the backyard o 


Chavez made a radio broadcast that he had been involved in a shooting, and coordinated responding 
units to set up a containment of the area. Within a minute, assisting units arrived at Chavez’ 
location. Chavez and assisting units then safely conducted a felony extraction off from the 
Honda . f was arrested and placed into Chavez’ patrol car. 


As Navarro ran through the backyard of| Ed he stashed a .357 revolver underneath 


a sofa cushion on the backyard patio. The gun was eventually located by a Sheriff's scent dog. 
Navarro went E 1 where he hid throughout the night. 


The neighborhood was evacuated, and SEB personnel were requested and deployed. Deputy 
personnel were given information by the residents оѓ ШШШ... Navarro was inside 


theirhouse. Atapproximately 0738 hours, following P.A. announcements, Navarro exited the house 
and surrendered to deputies.

LIGHTING OR WEATHER CONDITIONS: 


The weather was cloudy, cool, and dark at the time of the shooting (approximately 2356 hours).

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE'S STATEMENT: 
Deputy Chavez, Juan 


Deputy Chavez was working a uniformed, one-man patrol car (152F) on Early Morning shift. While 
patrolling the city of Pico Rivera, he saw a white Honda driving without its headlights on during the 
hours of darkness (approximately 2355 hours). Chavez was driving toward the Honda. As Chavez 
neared and passed the vehicle, he turned his driver's side spotlight onto the vehicle and recognized 
the driver E 58 г the Pico Viejo gang. Chavez did not recognize the 
passenger. Chavez recognized the Pico Viejo gang as a violent, dangerous gang, and knew they 
frequently carry weapons.

As Chavez 
did this, the Honda accelerated and drove through the stop sign at Acacia/Epson. Chavez turned his 
car around and followed the Honda as it made several turns on residential streets. 


Chavez made a radio broadcast requesting a back up unit so he could stop the vehicle. The Honda 
turned north onto Maris Avenue from Las Posas Avenue. When the car turned onto Maris Avenue, 
it slowed down. Chavez believed the occupants were going to bail out of the car and run. Chavez 
recalled ЙА ла done that the last time he was arrested in virtually the same location on Maris 
Avenue. Chavez got on the radio and requested the responding units respond to his location with 
Code 3 assistance. 


Chavez believed the suspects would run so he turned on his overhead lights and initiated a traffic 
stop of the vehicle. Chavez intended to stop the Honda and detain the occupants at gunpoint until 
his assisting units arrived. Chavez believed the assisting units had an ETA of 1-1 % minutes. 
Chavez did not plan to approach the vehicle or remove the occupants until his assisting units arrived. 
Chavez had followed the vehicle for approximately 30 seconds before he turned on his overhead 


lights. 


When the vehicle stopped, Chavez began to exit his vehicle. The driver, J then continued to 
drive slowly northbound on Maris Avenue. The Honda continued slowly for a few house-lengths, 
then came to a stop in front оѓ ШШ Maris Avenue. Chavez stopped behind the Honda, exited his 
vehicle, and pointed his gun at the car. Chavez’ patrol car was slightly off-set to the driver’s side 
of the Honda. Chavez yelled verbal commands for the occupants to show their hands. The 
occupants failed to show their hands and Chavez continued his verbal commands. 


Chavez saw 0 the front passenger (Remy Navarro) talking to each other. Chavez believed 
they were formulating a plan. Chavez believed this was not normal and he grew worried. Chavez 
saw the front passenger (Navarro) turn his body toward the center of the car and look back at him. 
Chavez saw Navarro was making movements and believed he could be loading a gun or a magazine. 
Navarro continued to look up and down. Chavez yelled, {J show me your hands!” Chavez 
believed was surprised at being recognized, апд: held up his hands. 


As Chavez waited for his assisting units, Navarro exited the passenger’s side front door of the 
Honda. Navarro kept his back to Chavez and took a couple of steps to his right (east, away from the 
Honda). Chavez yelled at Navarro to get back into the car. Navarro was dressed in a bulky black 
sweatshirt. Navarro had his hands in his waistband area, then turned to his right toward Chavez. 
Chavez saw Navarro had his hands beneath his sweatshirt, and was gripping something and raising 
his right arm toward him. Chavez believed the grip and the movements of Navarro were consistent 
with a person holding a gun. Based on Navarro’s movements and where he removed the object 
from, Chavez knew Navarro was not holding a cell phone or other object.

Chavez believed that Navarro was bringing a gun up to shoot him. Chavez had a clear view of 
Navarro. Chavez was scared, believed he was going to be shot at, and did not want to be shot. 
Chavez fired one round at Navarro. Chavez knew his backdrop was a parked car along the east curb 
of Maris Avenue. Chavez also recognized there were houses beyond the parked car. 


Chavez heard Navarro scream, saw him flinch and believed that he had shot Navarro. Navarro 
ducked toward a black Honda which was parked along the east curb of Maris Avenue, then ran north 
along Maris Avenue. Chavez did not have a clear shot after Navarro ducked behind the parked 
vehicle, and did not want to shoot at Navarro as he ran due to the many houses. 


Chavez made a radio broadcast that he had been involved in a shooting, and set up a containment. 
Chavez saw Navarro turn eastbound and run into the rear yard of the house at ЖАШ 
Chavez requested two units to respond to his location, and the remaining responding units to take 
containment positions. Assisting units Sergeant Shear and Deputy Callahan arrived within a minute. 
After they arrived, they conducted a felony extraction of from the Honda without incident. 


As Chavez placed if into his patrol car, he asked Г ON Navarro ran. |_ Chavez 
that Navarro ran because he had a gun. Once a containment of the area had been established, Chavez 
went to Pico Rivera Station. 


IAB Note: Navarro remained in the containment throughout the night. Ultimately, 
Navarro was taken into custody when he emerged го M 


approximately 0738 hours in the morning. 


WITNESSES' STATEMENTS:

While in custody ШЕИ 
waived his rights and agreed to talk to detectives. told detectives that he had left work at 1000 
hours in Torrance, then went home to Long Beach. Later, he went to his girlfriend’s house in Pico 
Rivera and cruised around the area and met a friend. г vould not identify the friend.

hazard lights. heard the deputy tell him to put his hands up, so he turned down the radio 
volume, and complied. Г Ж not see what his friend in the passenger seat was doing. All of 
a sudden, heard a gunshot, then he was arrested. f would not elaborate on any of the 
events when the patrol car stopped him. | ШО any knowledge of there being а gun in his car.
